Foreign Minister Georges Bidault 
and British Foreign Secretary Er- 
mest Bevin reached the agreement

French Proposals Adopted. 

The cabinet spokesman said the 
ereation of the European commis- 
sion had been determined on the 
basis of French proposals to place 
reconstruction plans in the hands 
of several nical committees, 
Gealing with such problems as 
transportation, food, power, steel, 
fron and machinery. 

{Benjamin V. Cohen, United 
States State Department counsel- 
jor, said in an address last week 
that 24 billion dollars in American 
assistance would be needed to 
succor Europe during the next 
four years.) 

The Cabinet spokesman said 
the European economic commis- 
=ion would work “within the 
framework” of the U.N. Economic 
Commission for Europe, es- 
tablished earlier at Geneva. He 
explained that the U.N. Commis- 
sion is largely a planning board 
and that the new commission 
‘would be an operational! and func- 
tional organization. 

No Reply From Russia.

HAVE CUT BUYING AND SAVING

Federal Reserve Board Says Third of Low- 
Income Group Are Purchasing as Little 


Are Optimistic.

| WASHINGTON, June 18—The

/as last, the Federal Reserve Board 
|has concluded on the basis of a 
survey just completed. 

He has taken a long look at the 
price tags, another at his bank- 
roll, and changed his mind about 
some contemplated expenditures. 

More than a fourth of those in- 
terviewed said they were post- 
poning certain purchases, because 
of high prices, and another third 
said they would buy “as little as 
they could” for the same reason. 

Demand remains high for the 
items covered in the survey— 
housing, automobiles, and “other” 
durable goods such as refrigera- 
tors, furniture, radios and wash- 
ing machines, but it is not so 
firmly supported as it was last 
year. 

As might be expected, the re- 
trenchment has come mainly in 
the lower income groups which 
constitute the bulk of the mass 
mar Those with incomes last 
year of less than $5,000 a “spend-| 


ing unit” were 90 per cent of the 
customers for the items covered 
in the survey. A spending unit 
frequently is a family, but may 
include two or more families if 
they live under the same roof and 
pool their funds for major ex- 
penditures. 4 

Only in automobiles is the de- 
mand this year firmer than last. 
For every 50 persons who early 
last year intended to buy a car, 
new or used, there are 54 this 
year, . 

In the category of “other” dur- 
able goods customers, there are 
but 97 who intend to buy this year 
for each 131 listed last year. 

In housing, for every 35 pros- 
pective customers last year there 
are but 27 this year. 

The comparison between last 
year’s intentions to buy, expressed 
early in the year, and last year’s 
actual purchases speaks well for 
the accuracy of the survey. There 
are, however, within the three 
major categories covered, sub- 
stantial adjustments. 

Last year’s report estimated 
5,000,000 customers for automo-

WASHINGTON, June 18 (AP)— 
The Greek Government told the 
United States today that the 
American mission administering 
the $300,000,000 assistance pro- 
|sram to Greece should virtually 
run the economic life of the coun- 
try. 

In a note made public at the 
state department, the Greeks also 
gave formal assurance that the 
money advanced by the United 
States to encourage recovery and 
block Communism in Greece “will 
be used in conformance with the 
purposes for which it may be 
made available.” 

The extent to which the Ameri- 
can mission, headed by former 
Gov. Dwight Griswold of Nebras- 
ka, will actually run economic af- 
fairs in Greece.was disclosed in 
a lengthy list of duties which the 
Greeks themselves said the Amer- 
icans ghould take over. 

The note said the mission 
should “participate in the devel- 
opment of revenue and expendi- 
ture policies; approve government 
expenditures for activities’ which 
directly or indirectly involve the 
use of American aid, take part in 
the planning of the import pro- 
gram and approve the use of for- 
eign exchange.” 

It added: : 

‘“The Greek Government will 
also wish the mission to assist in 
execution of reconstruction pro- 
jects, improvement of public ad- 
ministration, technical training of 
civil servants and other person- 
nel, continuation of the health 
program, development of exports 
programming and disposition of 
Government-purchased supplies, 
promotion of agricultural and in- 
dustrial recovery, and regulation 
of wages and prices.”

TRUMAN WRITING 
MESSAGE ON BILL 


No Decision Yet on Sign- 
ing or Veto—Letters on 
Subject’ Continue to 
Pour Into White House. 


WASHINGTON, June 18 (AP)— 
President’ Truman decided today 
to forego his weekly press con- 
ference to work on @& message to 
Congress on the labor union con- 
trol bill. 

Truman will send a message to 
Congress Friday, regardless of 
whether he signs or vetoes the 
bill. He said last night at Prince- 
ton, N. J., where he received an 
honorary degree yesterday that he 
had not made up his mind on the 
bill. 

Eben Ayers, assistant press 
secretary, said a heavy volume of 
mail continued tox~pour inte the 
White House concerning the legis- 
lation with “a heavy majority 
favoring a veto.” Ayers said thé 
volume of communications about 
the measure is by far the great- 
est ever received by Truman on 
any single legislative issue or 
other controversy. 

Ayers estimated that 157,000 to 
158,000 letters, more than 500,000 
cards and 25,000 telegrams had 
been received through Monday. 

The President returned from 
Princeton University last night. 

Told there that the House failed 
to override his veto of the tax bill, 
he said “that’s two more votes 
than I expetted. I am deeply 
grateful that the House upheld 
the veto of the tax bill.” 

“Will you be equally gratified if 
the House upholds the veto of the

Father Walsh, who is vice presi- 
dent: of Georgetown University 
and regent of its foreign service 
school, told the House Armed 
Services Committee: “Not only 
do I think immediate action is 
mecessary: I pray for it every 
morning. Time is running out. 
The political bureau that is creep- 
ing across Europe from Moscow is 
not going to adjourn for the sum- 
mer.” 

He referred to expressed Re- 
publican hopes for recess or ad- 
journment by July 26. Senate and 
House Republican leaders have 
not agreed definitely on what is 
to be done about universal train- 
ing. The President, in a speech 
at Princeton University yesterday, 
-repegted he thinks it is “vital to 
the national welfare.” / 


About the Atamic Bomb. 


Father Walsh said that he was 
prepared to go on record with the 
assertion that Russia “has com- 
plete possession of the knowledge 
of how to produce the atomic 
bomb. They will have the bomb 
in three to four years. That is the 
reason why Gromyko (Andrei 
_Gromyko, Soviet delegate to the 
United Nations) is stalling. Every 
stall is a gain.” 

Asker if he would say the post- 
war pattern of Premier Stalin of 
the Soviet Union is the same as 
the prewar pattern of , Hitler's 
program for German expansion, 
Father Walsh said: 

“With one exception, yes. (Stal- 

in) hopes to achievé it without 
shooting.” 
. “Suppose he doesn’t achieve it,” 
gaid representative Thomas 
(Rep.), New Jersey, who is chair- 
man of the House Un-American 
activities committee. “Wil) he re- 
sort to a shooting war and how 
soon?” 

The priest laughed and said he 
could not answer that question, 
but that the Russians certainly 
would not start a shooting war 
“until they have the atomic bomb.” 

He said at another point that 
the need for a shooting war is 
largely eliminated. because the 
Russians are “getting rid of those 
who oppose them.” 


Danger for American People. 


“While there7is not a shooting 
war at present, there is total war 
in everything else,” he continued. 
“There is danger for the American 
people in this. I have great faith 
in their ability to meet a crisis, 
but the crisis must drop on their 
heads. There is danger that we 
as a nation will not rise to this 
emergency until there may be an- 
other Pearl Harbor.” 

During the six months of study 
the commission gave to the sub- 
pect before formulating its report 
of last May 29, Father Walsh said, 
the thought was expressed several 
times in public hearings that “you 
are a traitor to the cloth.’ 

“Asked ‘What of the danger?’” 
he said, “the reply was, ‘Oh, 
sweetness and light will win them 
over.’ The idea that you can win} 
over a convinced totalitarian gov- 
ernment by sweetness and light is 
a delusion that time is gradually 
uprooting.” , 

The quiet, almost fervent man- 
ner of Father Walyh appeared 
to make a profoun 
on the committee. The members 
listened attentively to his state- 
ments and displayed a marked 
deference in questioning him. His 
testimony was not given in con- 
on with any particular legis- 
lation but was for the purpose 
of informing the committee. Last 
week Dr. Karl T. Compton, 
chairman of the President's com- 
mission, was heard, and subse- 
quent witnesses will include the 
remaining seven members of the

Other Recommendations 


Father Walsh pointed out; as 
4id Dr. Compton, that the com- 
mission did not recommend uni- 
versal training alone as sufficient 
-to insure the security of the coun- 
try. In addition, he said, there 
should be‘ other elements of the 
recommended security program. 
These included a co-ordinated in- 
telligence service, unification of 
the armed services, industrial 
stockpiling, a mobile force and a 
program of scientific research 
and development. 

Father Walsh said the thinking 
of the committee had been domi- 
nated by the idea of security for 
the United States in a world in 
which “power is the best safe- 
guard for peace and liberty.” 

He said the military sections of 
the report shéuld not be consid- 
ered as recommendations for per- 
manent procedure but should be 
limited to the state of interna- 
tional emergency “which now 
exists and which shows no sign of 
abating.” 

The recommendations should be 
reviewed, he went on, in five to 
10 years, by a different commis- 
sion, in view of the possibility of 
radical changes in world condi- 
tions by that time.

The tricks of the criminal trade 
are old business to Phelps. He 
took a leading part in the prose- 
cution of the largest narcotic 
cases in the Middle West. In 1939, 
Angelo Donnicci and 14 confeder- 
ates were’ indicted on narcotic 
charges and 11 were convicted 
after long and hard court trials. 

In 4942-43, 13 persons were, in- 
dicted in a huge dope ring that ex- 
tended from Tampa, Fla., to Kan- 
sas City and intermediate points. 
By adroit handling of the cases, 
an inspection of the files bhowed, 
Phelps got convictions or pleas of 
guilty in the majority of the cases. 

Incidentally, one of the defend- 
ants,. Tom. Buffa, a St, Leuisan, 
was killed last month at Lodi, 
Calif. Buffa, who testified before 
the federal grand’ jury, got off and 
so did Carl Carramusa, alias Carl 
Carey, owner of the Modernistic 
Bar here, but some ofthe Flori- 
dians caught up with» Carramusa 
in Chicago in 1945 and shot him to 
death in sight of his 16-year-old 
daughter. 

The dramatic climaxes of the 
cases demonstrate how touchy the 
prosecution was in politics-ridden 
Kansas City.

SOVIET: GENERAL 
DENIES RUSSIANS 
HAD NAGY OUSTED 


Tells Allied Commission 
They ‘Had _ Nothing 
Whatever to Do With

BUDAPEST, June 18 (AP)-<- 
Soviet Lt. Gen. V. P. Sviridov 


told the :Allied Control Commis- 
sion today that the Russians “had 
nothing whatever to do with the 
recent change in the Hungarian 
Government.” 

‘Sviridov, questioned by Brig. 
Gen, George H. Weems, United 
States member of the commission, 
said the Russians “exercised no 
influence at all in forming the 
Hungarian Government.” 

Ferenc Nagy was ousted as pre- 
mier of Hungary under Commt- 
nist pressure, and now is in the 
United States in exile. 

Gen, Weems, head of the United 
States military mission here, said 
he did not bring up in the com- 
Mission session the report that 
the new premier, Lajos Dinnyes, 
mad been named to the post on 
direct orders of Sviridov. He add- 
ed that the discussion was a calm 
one, 

Sviridov once again declined to 
hand over to the British and 
Americans the depositions which 
the Russians said they had taken 
from Bela Kovacs, former sec- 
retary general of the Small Hold- 
ers party. The Russians have said 
that the depositions implicated 
Nagy and former Speaker of the 
House Bela Varga in a_ plot 
against the Hungarian republic. 

Sviridov said he acted “onfy as 
an intermediary” between Russian 
occupation forces and the Hun- 
garian Government and that in 
handing over to the Government 
the documents in queftidn, he was 
not acting as chairman of the 
Allied Control Commission. 

“I am no lawyer,” he was quoted 
as replying, when asked if he 
knew what the documents were 
about. He said they were “written 
in Hungarian and I do not under- 
stand Hungarian.” ' 

Maj. Gen. O. P. Edgecumbe, 
British commander, said the doc- 


plied to my Government.” Under 
the statute .of the control com- 
mission, he said, it was not up to 
the Russians to decide what was 
of interest to the British and 
United States Governments.

(Til.) district said the first crest, 
fed by the swollen Des Moines 
river, which empties into the Mis- 
sissippi at: Keokuk, is building up 
between that point and Canton, 
Mo., about 20 miles downstream. 
Canton, which has no levee, was 
partially flooded by the river's 
first rise last week and the new 
crest had inundated half the town. 

The second crest is forming 
about 60 miles north of Keokuk, 
where the Iowa. river, fed by its 
flooded tributary, the Cedar, has 
swollen beyond. the normal size 
of the Mississippi in the area 
from Oakville, ]ja.; to its mouth, 
a distance of miles. 


Wahlgren’s Forecast — 

Although record floods have 
been predicted for the stretch be- 
tween Keokuk and Louisiana, Mo. 
Meteorologist Harry F. Wahlgren 
said he believed the river would 
flatten out by the time it reached 
St. Louis and would not equal the 
high mark of 36.6 feet, reached 
here Saturday.

It hag sought 
to force on its employes an al- 
leged award handed down by the 
chairman of a disbanded board 
and the man it attempted to sub- 
stitute for its original representa- 
tive after the board had gone out 
of existence. 

“The union has nothing to hide 
in this situation. Not even its 
feeling that the company is using 
this dispute to get rid of it, or 
at least to weaken it to the point 
where it will no longer have a 
potent voice in determining the 
wages, hours and working condi- 
tions of its members. The union 
will not be weakened or broken, 
you may rest assured of that. 

“The union feels secure in the 
justice of its position. Its mem- 
bers have been patient for a long 
time. It is making no effort to 
conceal its position in legalistic 
trappings, as the company is do- 
ing. It has no secret motives— 
no intent, for instance, of using 
this dispute for the purpose of go- 
ing to Jefferson City and attempt- 
ing to pry some sort of a fare in- 
crease out of the Public Service 
Commission. 

“In conclusion, on behalf of Lo- 
cal 788 I want to thank Mayor 
Kaufmann for the efforts he has 
been making to compose the dif- 
ferences between the company and 
the union, and for the long hours 
he has spent working toward that 
end. We also appreciate the ef- 
fort of Mr. Fillo and Mr. John~ 
son, the Federal Conciliation Coth- 
missioners,”

“At the present time the com- 
pany has in existence eight sepa- 
rate union contracts, all of which 
contain arbitration agreements 
and all of which contain ‘no- 
strike’ clauses. The company 
maintains that the principles of 
arbitration must be determined. 
The company further maintains 
that if at any time either party 
desires to walk out that the ma- 
jority opinion of the board will 
rule, 

“This new proposal to settle the 


issue, offered jointly by the Mayor 


tion Service, is eminently fair to 
both the company and the union, 
“The company is willing to ac- 
cept it at once. 

“The proposal assures the public 
of vital transit service. The pro- 
posal assures employes of the 
company of immediate resumption 
of work without any further loss 
in pay. 

“It is fair and equitable to both 
parties because: 

“(1) It provides for a test of 
the validity of the arbitration 
award which was disputed by 
the union. 

“(2)-If the test holds the award 
to be invalid, it provides for the 
establishment of a new arbitra- 
tion board to determine upon a 
new contract on all issues be- 
tween the parties based on the 


' record as made in the arbitra- 


tion just ended. 


Time Limits 

“Each step in the execution of 
this proposal has a specified time 
limit in order to guarantee a sat- 
isfactory settlement with the 
greatest possible dispatch. 

“The proposal provides for an 
immediate return to work by the 
men and the restoration of vital 
transit service. The members of 
the union ,would have absolutely 
nothing to lose by returning to 
work pending a settlement by this 
method because the company will 
pay back wages under the new 
wage scale whatever the result. 

“In other words, if the original 
award is held to be valid, back 
wages under the terms of that 
award will be paid retroactive to 
January 1, 1947. If it becomes 
necessary, under the plan, to es- 
tablish a new arbitration board, 
the new wage rate so established 
will likewise be retroactive to 
January 1, 1947. 

Union Sacrifices Nothing 


“What fairer and more reason- 
able plan of settlement could 
there be? It is inconceivable that 
the union should reject such a 
proposal and refuse to take this 
matter up with members of Local 
788. Under this proposal the union 
sacrifices nothing that it has 
gained and it has every guarantee 
of a speedy decision. 

“The union has contended that 
the original arbitration award was 
illegal and invalid. On this con- 
tention—and this contention alone 
—the union called a strike. 

“Here is a proposal which will 
not only decide that issue, but it 
can be accepted without loss to 
either party and, best of all, the 
public will not be inconvenienced. 

“The men will have the guaran- 
tee of back wages and the loss 
which they are now sustaining in 
current wages will be at an 
end, 

“Transit service must be re- 
stored to the people of this com- 
munity at once. Here is a way 
that it can be done with thé in-

ILLINOIS CONGRESS 
DISTRICTS PASSED 


Completion of Assembly 
Action Climaxes 32 
Years of Bitter Contro- 
versy Over Measure. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill, June 18 
(AP) — The Illinois Legislature 
agreed yesterday to redraw the 
state’s congressional districts, end- 
ing a bitter fight which had -been 


going on 32 years. The districts 
had not been’ ¢hanged sinve 1901. 

The House passed the Republi- 
can remapping bill, 107 to 39, com- 
pleting legislative action and send- 
ing it to Gov. Green for his en- 
acting signature. The Governor 
plans to sign it after the measure 
goes through a’ routine technical 
checkup by the Attorney General's 
office. | 

Under the new S&lignment, the 
Cook-Lake county . metropolitan 
area, centering in predominantly 
Democratic Chicago, gains three 
seats. The 100 downstate coun- 
ties get half of the 26 districts, 
costing them two seats. 

Three seats held by Republicans 
are eliminated... One is that of 
Represerttative William G. Strat- 
ton of Morris, the Congressman at 
large. eq : ‘ 

Representaiives Clippinger and 


Twenty-fourth and Representa- 
tives Johnson and Simpson are 
grouped in the Twentieth. 

New East Side District. 

The redistricting plan would re- 
move most of the Republican ter- 
ritory from the East Side area 
near St. Louis, putting Madison 
and St. Clair counties in the new 
Twenty-Fifth district. The two 
counties, long Democratic strong- 
holde, formerly were linked with 
Bond, Washington and Monroe 
counties, which were nominally 
Republican, in the old Twenty- 
Second. The new Twenty-Fif 
district would contain approxi- 
mately 316,000 persona, . 

Political observers pointed out 
that Representative Melvin Price

The booklet was described as 
No. 180 in a series of “Army 
Talks.” The department said the 
front page carries a picture of 
the Statue of Liberty with the 
hamnrer and sickle casting «a 
heavy shadow over the symbol of 
democracy. 


The department confirmed that 
the foreword says the edition 
“deals with a subject of vital in- 
terest to the United States”: and 
that the booklet further states: 


“The Communists hate our

trained men who have pledged 
their lives to ‘defend the Consti- 
tution of the United States against 
all. enemies whomsoever is a 
strong barrier against their aims 
to take over the Government.”

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Time for Impatience 


Mayor Kaufmann may have lost his patience 
with the St. Louis Public Service Co. and its 
3500 striking employes, but he gained in stature 
as a leader of the community far more than he 
lost in equanimity. 

The Mayor demanded continuous sessions be- 
tween the company and its employes until trans- 
portation is resumed, Throughout that demand 
there was righteous indignation as there was 
every reason to be. Like the public, the Mayor 
has been extremely patient. He could not have 
been patient any longer without forfeiting his 
position as the chief executive of the city. 

When “creeping paralysis is choking the life 
of the community”—and the Mayor’s description 
is none too strong—-one in his position can do 
nothing less than throw the full force and influ- 
ence of his office to break the deadlock. 

The Mayor read the rule book to both sides. 
To a company which has forgotten its very name 
or chooses to disregard it, the Mayor said: 

One consideration transcends all others: 
the public welfare. This public utility con- 
ducts its business upon the city streets, a 
rare privilege, only because organized so- 
ciety recognizes the fact that mass transpor- 
tation is obligatory in a modern big city. 

It enjoys monopoly status because it is 
further acknowledged that one unified trans- 
portation system should be able to furnish 
better and more economical service than a 
multiplicity of small lines. It is no‘ordinary 
business; it can claim special privileges, but 
it must assume special responsibilities. 

The city has licensed this company in the 
absence of a franchise, solely to accommo- 


date the public. The public has not been 
accommodated for four and one-half days. 


As the” company is not an ordinary company 


so, said the Mayof, the employes are not ordi- | 


nary workers. They share in the quasi-public 
status of the company for which they work. 


- They are quasi-public employes, little different 


in practical effect from the workers who man 
the municipal water works. 

‘This limiting special status of these employes 
requires special treatment and special treatment 
they have not had from the Public Service Co. 
The figures on living costs and wages printed 
in the Post-Dispatch yesterday showed that the 
company, while prospering greatly, has been 
very slow in looking after the wages of its em- 
ployes. It has allowed wage increases not only 
to lag behind living cost increases but to trail

More is happening in the meat market than 


meets the eye. Last week the 12 cattle markets 
over the country received 56,800 head of cattle, 
which is normal, but retail prices only speeded 
up the increase continuing for two months. 

Choice steak is selling at $1.10 a pound, 
pork chops at 80 cents and rib roasts at 75 cents. 
This is an increase of about 30 per cent in the 
past month, ‘although the price of hogs across 
the river in East Sj, Louis has risen only a cent 
or so a pound and beef on the hoof only 4 cents. 

Butcher shops, or most of them, are not lim- 
iting their price increases to those justified by 
the wholesale price increase but are charging 
what the market will bear. It wouldn't be a bit 
surprising if some of them are holding back a 
locker full of meat waiting for still higher prices, 

The consumer is partly to blame for. these 
prices. Against a normal meat consumption of 
132 pounds per person per year, present con- 
sumption is running at the rate of nearly 150 
pounds. In America only, of course, because 
in Europe consumption is only a minor fraction 
of what it is in this country. 

Is there anything the consumer can do about 
it? He certainly can eat less meat till the price 
comes down. That is what happened in the 
grand gouge on meat just after OPA controls 
went off a year ago, and it was notably effec- 
The consumer is by no means powerless, 
if he can control his: appetite.

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Mr. Phelps’s Great Responsibility 

After the earlier attempt at whitewash, the 
one best course for Attorney General Clark was 
to have appointed as special prosecutor of the 
Kansas City vote frauds a man of whose insistent, 
purpose to convict the guilty there could be no 
shadow of doubt. How close has Mr. Clark come 
to such an appointment in the selection for that 
herculean task of Richard K. Phelps? 

The appointee’s record raises certain doubts. 
Mr. Phelps is a member of the Jackson County 
Democratic Committee,, This means that he not 
only takes more than ordinary interest in poli- 
tics but*that he does it on a party organization 
basis. It was this side of him which may have 
led him to say, perhaps facetiously, that the 
theft of the impounded ballots from the court- 
house was a “black Republican plot.” 

On the reassuring side, Mr. Phelps was an 
able and completely trusted aid of former Dis- 
trict Attorney Maurice Milligan in the successful 
prosecution of the vote frauds in 1936. He has 
a reputation as a dogged investigator and as a 
jury lawyer of parts. He has not been a Truman 
man in the past but supported Mr. Milligan in 
the senatorial primary in 1940. He is a member 
of the law firm headed by John B, Gage, who 
was elected Mayor of Kansas City by the refqym 
ticket after the Pendergast cleanup. On the 
Democratic Committee he represents not the 
Pendergast faction but the reform element, 

In short, reaction t6 the appointment is 
mixed. Accurate judgment can be passed ofily in 
the light of what the prosecution accomplishes. 
The test for Messrs. Phelps and Clark and the 
Truman Administration will lie in whether those 
guilty are made to pay for their crimes. 

Theft of the ballots complicates the task of 
prosecution. But if the full resources of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation are thrown into 
the case, as they will be if Mr. Truman and Mr. 
Clark want to atone for the blunders already 
made, the guilty can be brought to book. 

The Washington Post predicts that public 
opinion polls will show a drop in the President's 
popularity as a result of the disclosures at Kan- 
sas City. Mr. Truman’s chance to retrieve 
prestige and the chance of the Democratic party 
to win in 1948 may hinge on whether or not the 
vote frauds in the President's home community 
are prosecuted to their “logical conclusion.” 

Mr. Phelps has a grave responsibility and a 
great opportunity, Eyes in all parts of the na- 
tion will watch to see how he performs,

Puerto Rico’s aspirations toward self-govern- 
ment are a step closer to realization, «The House 
has passed a bill, which will go to the Senate, 
giving the people in the island the right to elect 
their own Governor, beginning in 1948. ° 

Not quite a year ago, the islanders had one of 
their own people, Jesus T. Pinero, named Gov- 
ernor for the first time since American acquisi- 
tion in 1898. That was a step forward, and be- 
cause Pinero has made good, Congress is now 
preparing to give the island a large measure 
home rule. This is a laudable action calcu- 
lated to advance the idea of free government

“The Russian bear will never retire its paws,” wrote Karl Marx, 
founder of Communism, a century ago; he upheld Western civili- 
zation; termed America “youngest and most vigorous exponent” of 
West; writer says identifying Marx with Soviet system is unjust.

When I read somewhere that Karl Marx, 
living in exile in London, was correspond- 
ent of, the New York Tribune during the 
Crimean War and wrote a great deal about 
the “Eastern Question” and the basic char- 
acter of the Russian policy, I became eager 


. to study his political writings. I was amazed 


to find that they constituted eight vol- 
umes, covering mainly matters pertaining 


to Russia. 


Studying these eight volumes, I was 
struck first of all by the fact that Karl 
Marx, in his political orientation, stood 100 
per cént for liberty. He jealously defended 
Western civilization against “Byzantine” 
influences, hostile to freedom, emanating 
primarily from Russia. 


At the present moment, we are witnessing 
a revival of the old “Eastern Question.” 
Russia, although greatly changed in its ex- 
ternal appearance, is still playing the prin- 
cipal role in the new phase of the “Eastern 
Question,” 


How should the status quo in the eternal 
“EKastern Question” be changed? Kar! Marx 
had definite ideas about thia problem. 
First of all, the Southern Slavs should be- 
come an independent nation. He thought 
that their sympathies were with Westérn 
civilization, 


y 
An Everlagting Conflict 


“The conflict between Russian despotism 
and Western democracy agems to be ever- 
Jasting in the Balkans. Those who are 
working for the survival of democracy in 
Europe must introduce Eurqpean arts, 
sciences, justice, liberty and the spirit of 
independence into the Balkans, Those who 
would like to see a good harvest must cul- 
tivate the ground and choose seeds with 
care,” 


The possible extension of Russian influ- 
ence was the constant nightmare of Karl 
Marx: “Russia keeps claiming that it has 
no annexationist designs, In order to as- 
certain the hypocrisy of this claim, it is 


sufficient to review the annexations car- 
ried out by Russia since the time of Peter 
the Great.” 

He seemed convinced tHat “the Russian 
bear will never retire its paws, as long as 
it can hope there is not perfect agreement 
between France and England.” He said: 

“Russia may seem to be obstinately and 
deeply attached to certain fixed ideas, but 
as soon as the other potwers resist in a de- 
termined and united way, they will find 
that Russia will accept a mo@est retreat.” 


In his anxiety to protect Western civili- 
zation agaigst Russian “Byzantinism,” 
Marx insisted on thé necessity of a united 
front between France and Great Britain, 
but he set his hopes for the future also 
on America, He wrote a century ago: 


. The Irony of History 


“It is a remarkable fact that the first 
mark of interest taken by the United States 
in European affairs concerns the Hastern 
Question, They are becoming aware that 
there are reasons why Constantinople con- 
stitutes the dividing issue in the conflict 
between the East and the West. One 
should not forget that America is the 
youngest and the most vigorous exponent 
of Western civilization.” 

With prophetic foresight, Marx declaged 
that the nature of the conflict between the 
Western Powers and Russia could be re- 
duced ito this question: 

“Will the Byzantinism represented by 
Russia yield to Western civilization, or will 
it one day find an opportunity to renew its 
pernicious influence jn forms more terri- 
ble and more tyrannical than ever?” 


It just happens that, as an irony of fate, 
the present “terrible and more tyrannical” 
form assumed by the Byzantine influence 
represented by the Russian Government is 
now called “Marxism,” There can hardly 
be a more revolting case of injustice in 
history than to identify the name of Karl 
Marx with the cause of “Byzantinism” 
which he bitterly opposed as a believer in 
Western civilization and in freedom. 


A Flood and Its Moral

Major floods in the Mississippi Valley 
generally come earlier in the year than this 
and do their greatest damage in the lower 
river. In its wilder moments the Ohio 
alone has been known to put 1,500,000 cubic 
feet a second—or twice the normal flow of 
the Mississippi at its mouth—into the main 
river at Cairo, 

The total is less since the TVA put a 
bridle on the Tennessee, but it is enough. 
The floods which are doing damage this 
week on the Des Moines an@ Upper Migsis- 
sippi above the mouth of the Missourf are 
overgrown examples of what up-river peo- 
ple called “gulley washers.” 


If we have not yet mastered auch floods 
as these it is not, of course, for lack of 
trying, The Mississippi and its tributaries 
have received some of the best engineering 
attention in the world, What has been 
lacking is a really comprehensive plan for 
the whole system, such as’ was outlined in 
the report of Mississippi Valley Com-

come down, It is a matter of better farm- 
ing practices at the headwaters of little 
streams; of reforestation; of myriads of 
little reservoirs and some big ones; of what 
TVA calls multiple-purpose engineering, 
with a judicious balancing of the uses of 
water against the menace of too much 
water, : 

This week's floods could have been pre- 
vented, Sooner or later we shall have to 
tackle all the Mississippi Valley rivera in a 


big way. The queation of public versus 


private power development will be an issue, 
as it was with the Tennessee, but even that 
question is not as important as that of get- 
ting all the possible service out of running 
water with the least possible risk and logs,

| Arms Cache Trial. 

The arms cache trial, to which 
the Finn referred, has been going 
on for weeks now.

About a 100 million Finn marks’ 
worth of goods, some clothes and 
food, but mostly arms, had been 
stolen and cached away by Fin- 
Mish officers. Many Finns, al-

The Finnish. secret police, under 
the direction of the Communist 
Minister of Interior, are trying to 
use the arms cach> affair to un- 
dermine the morale of the Finnish 
army, according to some persons 
in Helsinki. They described the 
arms cache as a preventive, coun- 
ter-revolutionary move, It auiek 
nally was intended as protection 
I Army, but 
ater its purpose was to prevent a 
Communist coup in Finland, they 
declared. 


The trial has degenerated into 
something of a farce, with every- 
one except the real ringleaders 
trying to take full responsibility.

Do Two-Dollar Bills 
Bring Bad Luck?

WASHINGTON, June 18. 
T HE Treasury Department today rejected, with 


thanks. an offer by the writer to take all of 
its unlucky $2 bilis off the department’s 


The offer, mado 
in good faith, arose 
out of a session 
with several of 
Uncle Samuel's ex- 
perts on the paper 
currency of the 
realm, Seems that 
nobody loves the 
two-buck bill. 

Tons of them lie 
sullenly in the dark 
dungeons of Secre- 
tary John Snyder's 
counting house. For 
85 years the Treas- 
ury has been trying 
to get the Ameri- 

} ean people to use 
them, but the bills are spurned from coast to 
coast as harbingers of bad luck, 

Race tracks are about the only remaining cus- 
tomers of the deuce note today. For a time dur- 
ing the war, when we were trying to keep United 
States folding money from leaving the country 
in quantity, it was necessary for all travelers go- 
ing into Mexico to exchange their big and little 
bills for $2 bills. That helped the cause of the $2 
bill, but now the war's over and most of them 
are back in the Treasury. 

“Nobody knows how the bad-luck legend start- 
ed, but it's very real,” one of the Treasury men 
said, not without a plaintive note in his voice, 


- 

“THE SO-CALLED CURSE of them swept the 
country as soon as they were issued, along with 
the first federal bank notes, in 1862. People be- 
gan tearing the corners off them in the 1860s 
to remove the hex, but never had much confi- 
dence in that remedy—for the bills kept coming 
back.” 

The last time Snyder counted his $2 bills he 
had $62,758,683 worth of them. No, that “3” on 
the end of the big figure is no mistake. Seems 
that if a bill, even an underprivileged $2 bill, is 
40 per cent mutilated, the Treasury will issue an- 
other one of full value to the owner of the 
chewed one. : 

But if only half of a mutilated bill is turned 
in, the Treasury will give only half of the bill's 
original value. Somebody took too big a corner 
off a deuce note, and that accounts for the un- 
even total figure. 


THE SUM of $62,758,683 in deuces is peanuts 
in the Treasury's league. Some idea of the un- 
popularity of the two-dollar bill can be gained 
from the fact that the Treasury has in circula- 
tion enough $20 bills to total nearly nine billion 
doliars, enough $10 bills tq sum up to $6,250,000,- 
000, just under a billion one-dollar bills, and 
nearly five billion dollars worth of $100 bills. 

You may think a dollar bill goes in a hurry 
these days, but the Treasury doesn’t think so. It 
is proud to report that they are being made so 
well that their average life has increased to 
nine months, after which they are ready for the 
Treasury's mangling machines, to be refined back 
into bank-note paper. 

The country is just lousy with dough, our in- 
formants said. Last April 30 Uncle Sam's pockets 
jingled with the somewhat appalling sum of 
$28. 114,000,195.79. On Oct. 31, 1920, by the way, 
the country’s cash totaled only $5,700,000,000, 
Which must prove something or other,

YOU CAN WIN some bets on the following 
addenda, supplied by Treasury publicists (or 
didn’t you know we hire men to publicize our 
dough 7): 

‘Everybody knows that there are $1, $2, $5, $10, 
$20, $50 and $100 bills. But surprisingly few peo- 
ple can name the denominations from there on. 
They are the $500 bill, the $1000, the $5000, the 
$10,000 and, finally, the $100,000 bill. 

Do you know all the distinguished Americans 
whose photos appear on the bills? Woodrow Wil- 
son is on the $100,000 bill—which is released only 
to banks, for use in transferring funds to other 
banks. Salmon Chase is on the $10,000 bills, 
James Madison on the $5000, Grover Cleveland 
on the $1000, William McKinley on the $500. 

As you'll easily note by looking in your change 
pocket, Franklin's kisser is on the $100 bill, 
Grant's on the $50, Jackson’s on the $20, Hamil- 
ton'’s on the sawbuck and Lincoln’s on the fin. 

“Whose picture is on the $2 bill?” We asked 
the Treasury man who is in charge of glorifying 
that denomination. 

“Hmm...” he said. “I'll have to look that 
up.” 

Took some time, but at last he came up with 
the answer. “Jefferson,” he said. “Never can 
yemember that one.” 


New Neckties

LOOKING ALONG THE ISLAND'S SMOOTH BEACH.

JEKYLL ISLAND, Ge., 
June 18. 

F the State of Georgia acquires 
| tite to Jekyll Island and deve)- 

ops it into a state park, as is 
the intention of Gov. M. E. 
Thompson, ordinary. folks will 
have access to a fabled isle which 
for 61 years has been the exclusive 
playground of millionaires. At the 
moment, the property is somewhat 
run down and overgrown with 
weeds, grass and heavier brush, 
but there is. still ample physical 
evidence of the glories that were 
in Jekyll’s heyday. 

‘Condemnation proceedings al- 
ready have been instituted by 
Georgie’s attorney ‘general at the 
behest of Gov. Thompson and it is 
generally believed that the mil- 
lionaire owners will offer only 
token resistance, if that, in court. 
Maintenance of. this principality, 
which has had no winter colony 
since 1942, is a costly proposition; 
and, as a matter of fact, mainte- 
nance has not been particularly 
good since then. 

It will take a great deal of Work 
and money te bring td actuality 
Gov. Thompson's dream of a beau- 


tiful island park—but the mak-. 


ings are:here. This is one of the 
storied sea islands of Georgia— 
the Golden Isles of Georgia—and 
its present owners probably could 
pave it with greenbacks. The 
original members of the. Jekyll 
Island club not only were million- 
aires, but they also. headed vast 
businesses. .The idle rich were 
not wanted, nor were the new- 
rich. 


The season at Jekyll, which has 
an excellent year-round climate, 
began about Jan, 1 and continued 
until about April 1, when the first 
of the usual seashore insects made 
their appearance. 
years ago did the owners allow 
automobiles on the island, and 
none of the roads is wide enough . 
for cars to pass. They rode horse- 
back, on bicycles or in little “red 
bugs” powered by electric bat- 
teries. 


On the island now are about 100 
buildings, most of them in poor 
repair, Included are the club- 
house, which is in good shape, the 
annex, the San Souci apartments, 
and about a dozen “cottages” of 
from 12 to 20 rooms. One of these 
“cottages,” the palatial R. T. 
Crane winter home, is furnished 
with antiques, has a lovely patio 
distinguished by beautiful iron 
grill work, and also has a sunken-~ 
garden. The late J. P. .Morgan 
had an apartment in the San 
Souc!, In front of this building a 
laborer now has a flourishing 
sweet potato patch in the lawn.

atorms since 1942. Here and there 
ate broken’ window panes where 
boards did not protect them from 
the sort of ccastal winds that top- 
pled the water tank about two 
months ago. Johnson grass grows 
green and rank on the tennis 
courts and in most of the roads 
and lawns that were the pride of 
their’ owners are full of jimson 
weeds, 

River road and Plantation road, 
both shell-tOpped, run gleamingly 
white under spreading, Spanish 
moss-bearded oaks and tall, thick- 
trunked pines. Blossoming olean- 
ders blaze pink and white against 
the creeping semitropical growth. 
Palmettos, magnolias, Spanish. 
bayonet, date palms and even a 
few grapefruit trees flourish -in 
the warm climate, It’s rarely cold 
on Jekyll, except in January and 
February, and even then there are* 
many warm, sunny days. 


If Gov. Thompson does develop 
a state park here, there will have 
to be extensive repairs to the 
waterworks, the sewerage system 
and the electric light facilities. 
Many of the cottages will have to 
be renovated, and all will have to 
be painted. Moreover, to appeal 
to the mass of people who visit 
coastal resorts, public housing will 
have to be built on the sea front. 
The cottages now are on the west 
side of the island, a mile by wind- 
ing road from the surf. Jekyll’s 
owners did not come south by 
yacht to go surf bathing. 

The present owners laid out an 
18-hole golf course, but the sea has 
claimed a great chunk out of the 
south nine. Most of the rest is 
under weeds. The island is seven 


and a half miles long by one mile 


wide, and has nine miles of beach 
which slopes gently into the sea. 
There is good fishing off Jekyll 
and on the islarid itself. 

On the island are numerous 


deer, which have been protected 
from poachers, and there also are 
many wild hogs, descendants of 
Prussian 


boars which were pre- 
sented one of the late owners by 
Kaiser Wilhelm II of Germany. 
Only about one-fifth of approxi- 
mately 3500 acres of high land has 
been developed. 

However, to create a state park, 
the state will have to do a lot of 
bulldozer and brush-hook work; it 
will have to fence in the golf 
course or Rill off the fierce wild 
hogs which root on it anti also dig 
out sea turtle eggs on the beach. 
Narrow roads will have to be 
widened, and probably sirens. to 
handle heavy traffic. 

* * + 

T is proposed now to handle 
| the future tourist traffic by 

ferry from Brunswick, 10 miles 
away, on the mainland, but in the 
long run the state probably will 
have to build a causeway in order 
to handle volume traffic. Since 
Brunswick is on U. 8. Highway 17, 
a popular route into Florida, the 
state figures on snagging some of 
Florida's tourist trade heading in 
and out of that state. 

There is little doubt that 8 
proposed park would draw plenty 
of business. To begin with, the 
climate is good and the scenery is 
strictly coastal deep South, There 
are hordes of insects in spring, 
summer and early fall, but all 
coastal resorts have insects. The 
surf is disarmingly gentle and the 
slope of the beach is slight enough 
to be safe for youngsters. Great 
gea turtles come out of the water 

moonlight nights to lay their 
eggs; I saw three turtle crawls 
within a.space of 20 yards. I saw 
a doe d a fawn and, with a 
little, looking, doubtless would 
have seen more.

Declarer viewed this sequence 
of plays with deep suspicion, and, 
determined to get out the trumps 
as fast as possible to prevent 
East from “ruffing a club,” he 
led the spade six to the ace and 
returned a spade toward the 
queen. East chuckled fiendishly 
as he collected his two spade 
tricks and then laid down the 
heart ace to defeat the contract, 

East’s lead of the club was de- 
signed to have precisely 7 
that it did have on the declarer. 
East recognized from the bidding 
that South had a long spade suit, 
lacking only the king and jack, 
and he knew that the proper way 
for South to play such a suit, es- 
pecially in view of East's vulner- 
able overcall, was to take succes- 
sive finesses for the king and 
jack—in other words, to lead from 
dummy, and if East did not put in 
an honor, to play an intermediate 
card from the closed hand, This 
method of play obviously guards 
against the very position that ex- 
isted. 

East knew further, however, 
that if he could make South be- 
lieve that he held a singleton 
club, South would be afraid that 
West could win the first spade 
trick if the ace were not played, 
and could give East a ruff.

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Revenge Has 
No Place at 
Peace Table 


By Dr. Daniel A. Poling 


EVENGE never yet made a 
lasting peace. It was after 
World War I that David Lloyd 
George said, “You can't indict a 
whole people”; nor can you con- 
demn a nation to the hangman's 
noose. 

It was on Manus in the Ad- 
miralties and before the landing on 
the beaches at Leyte that I saw an 
order from Gen, MacArthur that 
was something more than a mili- 
tary communication, In effect the 
General said, “The enemy must be 
destroyed, the Japanese war party 
must be annihilated. But we owe 
it to the young Americans en- 
trusted to our leadership to make 
clear the fact that behind these 
ruthless Samurai are human be- 
ings-——-men, women and little chil- 
dren like ourselves.” And then the 
amazing order concluded with 
MacArthur's affirmation that with 
the military party destroyed, he 
believed it would be easier to make 
a lasting peace with the Japanese 
than with the enemy in Europe, 


In the Holy Scriptures it is 
written, “Not by might nor by 
power, but by my Spirit saith 
the Lord of Hosts.” And in peace 
as in war that principle holds, If 
we would finish the work that 
brave men began; if we would 
complete the task they died to 
further, we must now set up a 
peace that is just to the van- 
quished or it will be only another 
armed truce. As victors we can- 
not afford to be ruthless or less 
than just. Our own immediate in- 
terests and the well-being of un- 
born generations are directly in- 
volved. 

In the winter of 1946, the Friends 
Service Committee sent out an ap- 
peal for funds to feed starving 
Germans. Among the responses 
was a letter from a rabbi who 
“I do not wish to delay 
by a single moment my expression 
of heartiest approval the 
Nazi. monsters have all but ex- 
terminated my people ... Never- 
theless, I still believe in the 
Fatherhood of God and the Broth- 
erhood of men, I still believe that 
German children should not suf- 
fer for the sins of their misguided 
fathers. I believe with all my 
heart that we should rise above 
hatreds and prejudices and succor 
all people who are afflicted and 
heavy laden.” Written by a Jew, 
that is the Christian message for 
these ruthless times.”

Since it 
is related to cabbage and turnips, 
it is not surprising that it has the 
color and flavor of tender green 
cabbage and the form and texture 
of turnips.
